Just  What  is  a Magnifier? 

Simply  stated,  any  lens  which  increases  the  appar- 
ent dimensions  of  objects  seen  through  it  is  called  a 
magnifier.  This  increase  may  be  accomplished  by 
means  of  a single  lens  thicker  at  the  center  than  at 
its  edges.  This  is  called  a positive  lens.  By  cement- 
ing single  lenses  together,  to  form  compound  lenses, 
we  have  more  highly  corrected  magnifiers. 


Why  so  Many  Different  Kinds  of  Magnifiers? 

Since  the  purpose  of  any  magnifier  is  to  make  an 
object  appear  larger;  to  increase  its  apparent  di- 
mensions so  that  its  physical  nature  may  be  studied 
in  great  detail,  the  varied  requirements  of  power, 
style  of  mounting  and  type  of  illumination  cannot 
be  met  by  a single  model  or  type.  Over  the  years 
many  different  types  of  magnifiers  have  been  de- 
signed so  that  today  a glass  which  is  ideal  for  one 
job  may  be  entirely  inadequate  for  another. 

To  select  the  magnifier  to  fit  your  needs  properly, 
four  major  considerations  must  be  explored:  power, 
or  magnification;  working  distance;  field  of  view; 
depth  of  field.  Since  all  of  these  considerations  are 
interdependent,  a variation  in  any  one  will,  of  ne- 
cessity, make  some  change  in  the  others. 


Consider  Magnification  First 

A simple  formula  for  determining  the  magnification 
of  a lens,  is—  = X (magnification).  In  this  formu- 
la, / stands  for  focal  length,  10  stands  for  10",  the 
average  minimum  distance  of  an  object  from  the 
“normal”  unaided  eye.  This  is.  based  on  the  practi- 
cal experience  that  nearer  than  10",  objects  cannot 
be  seen  distinctly  by  the  unaided  eye.  Using  the 
formula,  a lens  with  a focal  length  of  5",  has  a mag- 
nification of  2 power.  Conversely,  any  lens  of  2 
power  has  a focal  length  of  5".  This  is  a law  of 
physics  and  there  are  no  exceptions. 


Consider  Working  Distance 

Suppose  you  wish  to  examine  a part  being  made  on 
a machine,  without  removing  it  from  the  machine. 
Suppose  also  that  the  part  is  so  situated  within  the 
machine  that  you  cannot  bring  your  magnifier  any 
closer  than  3".  It  is  obvious  that  from  the  formula 
which  we  used,  you  could  not  use  a 5 X magnifier 
because  it  has  a working  distance  of  only  2"  (since 
magnifiers  have  a focal  length  and  a working  dis- 
tance approximately  the  same).  You  must  select  a 
lens  with  a working  distance  of  at  least  3".  This 
would  mean  a 3 X lens. 


Field  of  View 

Our  third  consideration,  field  of  view,  is  the  area 
seen  through  the  magnifier.  The  diameter  of  the 
field  of  view  of  a magnifier  is  less  than  its  focal  length. 

We  have  already  found  that  as  the  power  of  a 
magnifier  increases,  its  working  distance  decreases. 
Likewise,  as  the  power  increases,  the  lens  diarneter 
also  decreases.  All  of  these  factors  have  a direct 
bearing  on  the  field  of  view. 


How  to  Hold  Your  Magnifier 

To  get  the  best  possible  performance  from  your 
magnifier,  it  should  always  be  held  as  close  to  your 
eye  as  possible.  This  permits  the  fullest  number  of 
rays  from  the  object  to  enter  your  eye  and  cuts 
down  the  reflected  light  striking  surface  of  the  lens. 

Always  see  that  the  plane  of  the  glass  is  parallel 
to  the  plane  of  the  object.  If  you  are  examining  a 
horizontal  surface,  the  lens  should  be  in  a horizontal 
position.  Otherwise,  part  of  the  image  will  be  out  of 
focus. 

The  exception  to  these  rules  is  the  use  of  a big 
lens  type  magnifier  such  as  a reader.  The  reading 
glass  has  been  purposely  designed  to  be  used  with 
both  eyes  and  should  be  held  far  enough  away  to 
permit  this.  It  is  a low  power  glass  for  use  over  ex- 
tended periods  of  time,  and  cannot  be  classified  by 
the  rules  governing  most  magnifiers.
